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Historic lido reopens after £2m facelift 


CHARLTON’S historic Lido 
re-opened to the public last 
Monday (July 23) after a massive 
refurbishment. 

The Art deco-style open-air pool in 
Hornfair Park, built in 1939, had been 
closed for many years while debates 
took place over its future. It is now 
managed by Greenwich Leisure Ltd, 
(GLL), which also runs leisure services 
and libraries on behalf of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich. 

The £2million refurbishment is being 
paid for by a 50-50 split between GLL 


and the royal borough and funding 
from the London Mayor and the London 
Marathon Trust. It’s a key part of a 
£4million Olympic legacy to transform 
Hornfair Park into a multi-sports hub 
park. 

A ceremony took place on Friday, (July 
13), when it was declared officially open 
by the leader of the Royal Greenwich, 
Cllr Chris Roberts, and GLL’s managing 
director Mark Sesan. The event featured 
the regional launch of the ‘Get Safe 
4 Summer’ safety awareness event, 
involving local schoolchildren. 


The Lido’s refurbishment is being done 
in two phases. Phase one included the 
pool and plant room, and means that both 
refurbished pools are now heated. Phase 
two is due to be completed next year, and 
will see a health and fitness centre and a 
cafe. The lido is one of only three open air 
public pools left in south-east London. 


Business as 
normal says 
QE Hospital 

THE NHS Healthcare Trust which runs the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich 
says its services will not be affected by 
Thursday's shock announcement that it is 
being put into administration because of 
massive debts. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley has 
appointed a special administrator to take 
over the running of the Trust, saying: "Past 
efforts have not succeeded in putting 
the South London Healthcare Trust on a 
sustainable path." 

It has run up huge deficits since being 
created in 2009 after three hospital were 
merged - the Princess Royal in Orpington, 
Queen Mary's in Sidcup and the Queen 
Elizabeth. 

But within hours of the minister's 
announcement, the Trust said: "We would 
like to reassure local patients and the 
public that our staff will continue to 
provide first rate services as normal. There 
will be no impact on care and all scheduled 
appointments will continue as usual." 

Royal Borough leader, Chris Roberts, had 
already written to the Health Secretary 
asking for reassurances on the safety of 
health services at the Queen Elizabeth. He 
said: "The Trust has stated that there will 
be no impact on local services, and that all 
planned treatments will be unaffected. We 
will maintain close dialogue with the Trust 
to secure this continuity." 


Harry's open house! 


THE Great Harry pub in 
Wellington Street, Woolwich, 
is open again, nearly a year 
after it was destroyed by fire 
in last August's riots. 

It has been given a 
£1.3million rebuild by pub 
operators JD Weatherspoon 
- a move that created jobs 
for 60 people. Fifteen former 
members of staff have come 
back, and will be working 
for new pub manager Arber 
Hasani. 

He said: "Myself and my 
team are once again looking 
forward to welcoming 
customers back into the 
pub. The Great Harry plays 
an important role in the 
Woolwich community, and I 
know that people are excited 
about the reopening of their 
pub." 

The pub is named after The 
Great Harry, a Tudor warship 
that was built in Woolwich 
Dockyard in 1512. When 
launched it was the largest 
and most powerful in Europe. 

A ribbon-cutting ceremony 
was carried out last Tuesday 
(July 10) by the Pearly King 
and Queen of Woolwich, Clive

Photos, local history and 
information boards about the 
history and characters of the 
area, are on display inside. 
And new artwork is on show 
because the original pieces 
were destroyed in the fire. 

They include a 
commissioned work by 
local artist Gary Drostle of 
Woolwich Market. 

The pub is open from 7am 
until midnight Sunday to 


Thursday, and 7am until 1am 
Friday and Saturday. Food 
is served throughout the 
day until 10pm. The new 
pub specialises in real ales, 
including those from local 
and regional brewers. 

Children, accompanied by 
an adult, are welcome in the 
pub until 9pm throughout the 
week. The pub is accessible 
to wheelchairs and has a 
specially-adapted toilet for 
people with disabilities.

Determined Aishah wins job in Olympic Village 



WINNING APPLICATION: support from GLLaB helped Aishah win her job 


NON-STOP determination 
paid off for an Eltham 
woman who has secured 
a job in the heart of the 
Olympic Village helping to 
transport athletes to Games 
venues. 

Aishah Harun, from 
Meadowside, had to go through 
three face-to-face interviews 
and another two by phone 
before being told she had got 
the job. 

The 52-year-old was just one 
of two people chosen from 200 
applicants. 

“All the interviewers were 
very friendly, but it was very 
nerve-wracking,” she told GT. 

“I was asked questions about 
the history of the Olympics, 
and what I knew about 
\ Lord Coe. But I tried to 
stay calm and be myself.” 

Aishah will be leading 
a team of volunteers in 
1 the Olympic Village’s 
transport department. 
Their job will be to put 
the athletes on the right 
buses, and to check bus 
arrivals and departures. 
She will be working 
shifts for 40 hours 
, a week, with hours 
ranging from 8am to 
late at night. 

Aishah who speaks 
three languages 
English, Malaysian 
and Indonesian - has 
worked as an events 
co-ordinator after 
I doing a similar job for 
Singapore Airlines. 
She was helped to the 
position with support 
from Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business 
(GLLaB), the royal

borough’s employment and 
training service, which has been 
helping local people to clinch 
jobs connected with the London 
2012 Games. 

Aishah first registered with 
GLLaB in 2011 after being out 
of work for a year. She attended 
GLLaB ’s weekly Work Club at the 
Eltham Centre library. Through 
GLLaB she went on to complete 
a course at Ravensbourne called 
‘Setting Yourself Up As A Digital 
Freelancer’. She then went on 
a six-month work experience 
placement as part of GLLaB’s 
Intermediate Labour Market 
(ILM) programme. 

Aishah said: “I got a lot of help 
and advice from GLLaB, and it 
has helped me work on a winning 
application to secure a position 
with the London 2012 Olympics. 

“I’m very excited about the job 
and at the same time I feel a bit 
overwhelmed about it. I’ve done 
two training days and there’s 
two more to go. Teamwork and 
communications will be really 
critical in the job, as I have to give 
information to the volunteers. So 
it will be quite an experience.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: “I wish Aishah well 
in her job. She is among 3,000 
local people who have got work 
as a result of Greenwich being 
an Olympic host borough. They 
are all playing a vital role in the 
staging of the Games and their 
involvement has gained them 
new skills, training and work 
experience.”

New one-way system 
in Greenwich town 
centre is in place 
from next week.

Greenwich High Road 
westbound only until 
September 9 


GREENWICH town centre’s new 
temporary one-way system will be 
going live from Monday (July 23) 
with works to set it up starting at 
8pm on Sunday. 

It’s part of a series of temporary changes 
to the royal borough’s road routes to 
prepare for the thousands of athletes, 
officials and visitors who will be arriving 
for the Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

In Greenwich town centre there will 
be a clockwise gyratory system using 
Greenwich High Road westbound only, 
Norman Road northbound only, Creek 
Road eastbound only and then using 
existing one-ways in College Approach, 
which will be reduced in width, King 
William Walk and Nelson Road. This one- 
way system will be in place until Monday 
until September 9. 

Greenwich Church Street will be closed 
to traffic, and there will be no right turn 
for vehicles coming out of the side roads 
along Greenwich High Road, including 
Stockwell Street, Royal Hill, Greenwich 
South Street and Langdale Road. 

Residents’ parking spaces in the 
northern section of King William Walk 
and College Approach will be changed, 
and people are being advised about them. 
Access to the Cutty Sark Gardens car 
park will be via Welland Street, and signs 


are being put in place. Road closures are 
also now in place in Woolwich, affecting 
both Ha Ha Road and Repository Road. 
Buses are being diverted, and a new 
temporary bus service is running from 
Chislehurst through Eltham to access the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

The temporary road changes have 
been drawn up by Games organisers 
LOCOG after taking account of feedback 


from residents and businesses. They 
were agreed by the royal borough after 
checking that they balanced local needs 
against the smooth running of the Games.

Park is closed 
to all vehicles 


MOST of Greenwich Park is now 
closed to vehicles, cyclists and 
pedestrians because of the London 
2012 Games. 

But visitors are still able to enjoy 
the flower garden and playground 
but through designated entrances. 
Vanbrugh Gate can be used to 
reach the flower garden, and Creed 
Place Gate for the playground. 

Both the garden and the 
playground will remain open 
during the Games, except on 
Monday, July 30, when the Olympic 
cross country event takes place. 
After that, they will open again, as 
will many other parts of the park. 
Posters giving all opening 
information have been on display 
on all the gates. But many needed 
to be replaced after they were 
defaced. 

Most of the park closed on July 7 as 
preparations for the equestrian and 
modern pentathlon got underway. 
Seb Coe, chair of Games organisers 
LOCOG, said: "We have to close 
Greenwich Park to complete 


our preparations. With a lot of 
work happening we also need to 
keep the public safe. We take our 
responsibilities seriously and will 
protect the park and ensure it is 
returned to the Royal Parks in good 
condition. Greenwich Park will be 
one of the Games' most stunning 
venues and this will be part of 
Greenwich's unique history. We 
thank the residents of Greenwich 
for their understanding and 
support." 

Construction work includes 
building a 21,000 spectator seat 
arena, stables, training areas, and 
a temporary platform for the arena 
on 3000 adjustable legs. More than 
300 horses will be based there over 
the Games period.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

She continued her singing career 
during the cariv year* of their mar- 
riage. often appearing in Mr. I lopes 
vaudeville shows. After moving to 
Los Angeles in the late 1 930s, she de- 
voted her rime to bringing up their 
four children. Later. Lfolorcs ac- 
companied her husband on his tours 
entertaining American armed forces 
oversea*. On a Christmas tour dur- 
ing the Vietnam War. she sang 
"Silent Night" to the troops, bring- 
ing many to tears. 

Bob and Dolores were both avid 


golfers and spent their first date 
drawing on napkins describing shots 
on their favorite golf hole* 

Of Irish and Italian decent. Dolores 
and the family enjoyed a special Sun- 
day routine. 

“For as long as 1 can remember, Sun- 
day at tile Hope house lias been a day 
filled with tradition." said Linda 
Hope, "The day always began with 
mass at St. Charles, our local 
Catholic church, followed by a won- 
derful brunch. Dad would cake us all 
to lakeside Golf Club to work off 


the extra calories. In those days there 
we re no golf carts so we got a real 
workout. My brother Tony and 1 
only played nine holes and were al- 
lowed to go home while Mother and 
Dad played .mother nine holes. By 
the time we returned home the house 
was filled with the smells of my 
grandmother's mat mat a sauce, 
which sin uttered on the stove all al- 
temoon. We usually had dinner 
about six o'clock, which gave my 
mother time to make her famous an- 
tipasto salad. For your enjoyment, 
enjoy Mother’s recipe for her an- 
tipasto salad."
